Fourteen were killed at River­ 
side when a huge Air Force gaso­ 
line tanker smashed into a menu 
tam peak in a heavy morning fog 
Pilot Shifts Passengers 
The New York crash landing oc 
curred when the nose landing gear 
of a Colonial Airlines plane locked 
on takeoff 
The pilot brought the 
lug ship down safely at LaGuardia 
Airport by moving his passengers 
to the rear 
This lifted the dam 
aged landing gear above the run 
way as the plane landed 
The Columbus crash occurred as 
the Navy plane and the passenger 
plane approached the runway for

an inheritance valued at $15,000. 
A bank president, William Lucas, 
admitted he hadn’t talked it over 
with the dogs. But he and his at­ 
torney we re “ pretty sure” the dogs 
would be content with the decision 
handed down Saturday by 
Judge 
Robert F. Cotton. 
The order substituted 45 human 
beings and the Democratic 
Party 
as beneficiaries. 
The dogs, now sheltered by the 
Humane 
Society 
Terre 
Haute. 
Iud , were n membered in the will 
ol their late master, Otis R.
